POLICE COURT. 
Bigamy. On Friday last application was made 
at the Police Court by a decent looking woman 
calling herself Mrs. Smith, for a warrant to ap- 
prehend her husband, who she said had deserted 
her and warried another woman.

Mrs. Smith did not 
wish ler gene ye epson but she wanted to 
regain him, aud as a pro J her dorgiving dispo- 
vitton she offered to take the. two children and 
treat them as herown, provided he would dis- 
iiss his second wife and take her home to his 
bosom. ‘The Court advised Mrs. Smith to waita 
day or two, until it could be ascertained how far 
the evidence of the witness, without the certifi- 
cate, could lawfully be u-iowed, to prove the first 
marriage, and Mrs. Sinith and counsel retired to 
consult upon further ptoceedings. 

AssauLt AND Tureats. On Saturday Mrs. 
Smith, the second wife of the gentleman com- 
plained of the day before, was arraigned on com- 
plaint of Mrs. Sinith the first, for threatening and 
putting herin bodily fear. It appeared from the 
evidence given, that the first wife had located 
herself in the neighborhood of her husband's resi- 
dence, and on Saturday morning she happened 
to come in contact with the second wife.

Smith the second to find sureties to the amount 
of thirty dollars, to keep the peace and be of 
good behavionr until the next term of the Muni- 
pal Court in April next. Mr. Smith isa peace- 
able man and bears a goo! character, as a kind 
husband and father. The pastics left the court 
much better satisfied than when they entered.

But 
the most singular and significant expression of 
the disapprobation of the party to which the gov- 
ernor has always professed to belong, was given 
at a meeting of that party in Boston on Friday 
evening last, when a resolution to approve the 
administration of the past year, after solemn de- 
Late, was INDEFINITELY POSTPONED {

the re-election of Governor Lincoln, bet several 
candidates have been named in the newspapers, 
as likely to receive a portion of the sufirages of 
those who cannot vote for him.
